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T}EGINA,  the  capital  and  seat  of  government  of 
Xy.  *ne  province  of  Saskatchewan,  was  founded  in 
1882.  Since  that  historical  year,  when  a  small 
city  of  tents  was  established  a  mile  west  of  the  city, 
the  story  of  Regina  has  been  one  to  fascinate. 

Early  in  1883  it  was  declared  the  seat  of  government 
of  the  North-west  Territories,  in  place  of  Battleford,  and 
so  remained  until  1905,  when  the  territories  were  divided. 
On  May  13,  1883,  Lieut.  Governor  Dewdney  arrived  to 
take  up  residence  in  Regina,  and  in  August  of  that  year, 
the  first  meeting  of  the  territorial  council  was  held,  and 
steps  taken  for  the  erectionof  Legislative  Buildings.  It  was 
only  after  the  stirring  days  of  the  Louis  Riel  rebellion, 
when  settlers  arrived  from  the  British  Isles  in  large 
numbers,  and  the  opening  up  of  the  prairies,  that  Regina's 
development  really  began.  In  1903  Regina  became  a  city 
and  in  1905  the  capital  of  Saskatchewan. 


Closely  connected  with  the  history  of  Regina  is  the 
story  of  the  Royal  North  West  Mounted  Police.  From  its 
inception,  Regina  became  the  headquarters  of  this  famous 
force.  The  first  barracks  was  erected  in  1883.  From  here 
were  directed  the  men  charged  with  maintaining  law  and 
order  between  the  Great  Lakes  and  the  Rockies,  and  from 
the  United  States  boundary  to  the  Arctic  Ocean.  Although 
but  a  handful  of  men,  the  efficient  manner  in  which  they 
carried  out  their  duties  in  sparsely  settled  country,  overrun 
as  it  was  with  lawless  characters,  hostile  Indian  tribes,  and 
unruly  halfbreeds,  won  for  them  the  admiration  of  the 
world.  While  the  romance  of  pioneer  days  has  passed  and 
the  force  is  now  known  as  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted 
Police,  the  enviable  record  and  high  traditions  then 
established  have  been  maintained  down  to  the  present 
day.  The  home  of  this  famous  force  is  of  never  failing 
interest  to  the  visitor.

The  lakes  lie  between  well-wooded 
hillsides  and  much  of  their  natural 
charm  and  beauty  is  still  un- 
disturbed. Around  them  camps 
have  been  established,  as  have 
good  hotels,  golf  and  tennis  clubs, 
and  other  facilities  for  the  com- 
fort and  convenience  of  the  visitor. 

Immediately  north  of  Regina 
is  Last  Mountain  Lake,  fifty 
miles  long,  with  splendid  sandy 

beaches    and    a    justly    popular  BW  Darknes  of  the 

reputation  for  its  excellent  fishing, 
bathing  and  boating.  Here,  too,  the 

visitor  will  find  camp  sites  and  other  accommodation  for 
an  enjoyable  holiday. 

North  of  Last  Mountain  Lake  is  one  of  the  most 
renowned  saline  lakes  on  the  continent,  Little  Manitou 
— "The  Carlsbad  of  America" — near  the  town  of  Watrous. 
The  waters  of  this  lake  are  heavily  impregnated  with 
curative  salts  and  are  exceptionally  buoyant.  You  may 
bathe  in  the  lake  or  in  enclosed  heated  pools.

any  other  part  of  Canada.  The  whole  area  is  abounding 
in  moose,  elk,  deer  and  caribou. 

When  hunting,  fishing  or  camping  in  Saskatchewan, 
make  Regina  your  holiday  headquarters.

SASKATCHEWAN — The  Land  of  Opportunity 


HILE  it  is  true  that  Saskatchewan  is  essentially 
an  agricultural  province,  one  of  the  greatest 
mineral  fields  in  the  world  is  to  be  found  in  the 
northern  areas.  Iron,  gold,  silver  and  copper  are  the 
main  ores  present  in  the  great  pre-Cambrian  Shield  that 
covers  the  entire  northern  portion  of  the  province.  In 
the  southeast,  around  Estevan,  are  located  lignite  coal 
deposits  estimated  at  50,000,000,000  tons  (Saskatchewan 
ranks  third  in  the  provinces  of  the  Dominion  in  coal 
reserves).  Close  to  this  coal  are  the  most  extensive  and 
valuable  clay  deposits  in  Canada.  These  include  the 
entire  range  from  the  common  brick  and  tile  clays  to  the 
high-grade  pottery  and  semi-pottery  materials.  Other 
valuable  deposits  in  huge  quantities  and  readily  available 


are  sodium  sulphate,  glass  sands  and  volcanic  ash.  These 
are  of  great  value  and  have  a  wide  variety  of  possible 
uses.  With  an  abundance  of  cheap  water  power  already 
being  harnessed  in  the  north  and  cheap  electrical  power 
from  coal  so  easily  accessible  in  the  south,  it  is  only  a 
matter  of  a  very  short  time  before  Saskatchewan  will 
have  extensive  and  productive  industries  from  its  great 
natural  and  chemical  resources.  Lumber,  too,  hundreds 
of  millions  of  feet  of  it,  and  fur  and  fish  are  great  sources 
of  revenue.  What  this  all  means  to  Regina  will  be  self- 
evident  if  it  is  but  pointed  out  that  the  city,  the  hub 
from  which  short  commercial  routes  extend  to  the  leading 
markets  of  the  world,  lies  in  the  heart  of  all  this  potential 
wealth.

of  $35,000,000.  The  many  products  of  these  plants 
include:  acetylene  gas,  anti-freeze,  artificial  limbs,  awnings, 
auto  bodies,  auto  hood  covers,  refinishing  compounds, 
auto  springs,  barber  supplies,  butter,  beer,  soft  drinks, 
blue  prints,  boiler  breechings,  book  bindings,  boxes  (wood 
and  paper),  brass  and  iron  castings,  cards,  furniture, 
coke,  crankshafts,  culverts,  wagons,  truck  bodies,  dust

300  acres  adjoining  the  wholesale  section.   Thus  industries 
seeking  to  establish  themselves  in  Regina  are  assured  of 
a  desirable  location  with  splendid  spur  track  accomnnKla 
tion,  water,  sewer,  power  service  and  pavement. 

Fourteen  railway  lines  radiate  from  Regina  serving 
618  towns  and  villages  within  a  radius  of  150  miles  of  the 
city.  However  Regina's  geographical  position  places  her 
in  an  advantageous  position  to  serve  promptly  any  section 
of  the  three  prairie  provinces.  In  this  broader  market 
there  are  more  than  2,000,000  people  with  a  purchasing 
power  running  as  high  as  a  billion  and  a  quarter  dollars  a 
year.

EGIXA  is  the  home  of  the  Government  of  Saskatchewan.     The  Legislative  Buildings,  which 
overlook   Lake   Wascana,   are  indeed    worthy    of    their    name.      Built    of    beautiful  white 
tyndal  stone  and  approximately  qix  hundred  feet  in  length,  they  are  an  architectural  achieve- 
ment of  which  Regina  and  Saskatchewan  are  .justly  proud. 

The  city  occupies  a  very  enviable  position  in  the  field  of  education.     In  Regina  are  five  colleges  with 
academic,  theological,  music  and  commercial  departments,  a  normal  school  for  teachers,  two  collegiate  institutes, 
six  commercial  schools,  one  technical  school  and  twenty-four  elementary  schools.    They  provide,  in  all,  educational 
facilities  for  more  than  15,000  students  annually. 

The  story  of  Regina  would  not  be  complete  without  reference  to  the  Regina  Symphony  Orchestra  and  to  the  out- 
standing choirs  that  have  contributed  so  much  to  the  social  and  educational  life  of  Western  Canada.  Each  year  the  Saskatchewan 
Musical  Festival  draws  hundreds  of  entries  and  attracts 
thousands  of  music  lovers  who  are  interested  in  advanc- 
ing this  important  educational  phase  of  community  life 
and  of  reaping  the  benefit  of  the  counsel  offered  by  the 
world's  most  celebrated  artists,  who  are  brought  from  Great 
Britain  to  adjudicate  at  these  functions.

The  Romance  of  Agric 

T  tAVE  you  ever  travelled  through  Saskatchewan's 
J~l  famous  wheat  lands?  Regina  lies  in  the  heart 
of  a  rich  and  fertile  grain-growing  district  pro- 
ducing wheat  noted  throughout  the  world  for  its  unex- 
celled bread-making  qualities.  In  Saskatchewan  wheat 
is  "golden" — this  province  produces  more  than  one- 
half  of  Canada's  huge  crop  of  the  "king  of  cereals". 
Eleven  world's  championships  for  hard  red  spring  wheat 
have  been  won  by  Saskatchewan  in  15  years. 

So  long  has  Saskathewan  been  regarded  as  a  wheat 
growing  province  that  one  fails  sometimes  to  realize 
the  progress  being  made  in  other  lines  of  agriculture. 
There  has  been  a  gradual  transition  from  straight  grain 
to  mixed  or  diversified  farming. 

In  ten  years  the  value  of  dairy  products  increased 
from  $6,000,000  to  $21,000,000. 

Regina  is  the  headquarters  of  the  principal  creameries 
in  the  province. 

In  horse  breeding  Saskatchewan  leads  the  Dominion, 
winning  nine  international  grand  championships  for 
Clydesdales  in  eleven  years,  in  addition  to  1,700  other 
national  and  international  awards  against  the  strongest 
competition  from  all  parts  of  the  North  American  conti- 
nent. 

Regina  is  the  headquarters  of  the  Saskatchewan 
Co-operative  Wheat  Producers  Limited,  better  known 
as  the  Saskatchewan  Wheat  Pool.  This  organization 
markets  annually  through  its  subsidaries  50%  of  Saskat- 
chewan's hard  wheat— the  crop  of  over  83,000  farmers. 
The  Saskatchewan  Wheat  Pool  now  owns  1,067  country 
elevators,  and  has  storage  space  in  the  province  for  over 
-10,000,000  bushels  of  wheat.  Other  co-operative  farm 
organizations  whose  central  offices  are  in  Regina  are  the 
Egg  and  Poultry  Pool,  and  the  Dairy  Pool,  while  the 
western  branch  of  the  Canadian  Co-operative  Wool 
Growers  Limited  is  also  located  here. 

Each  year  thousands  of  visitors  from  Canada  and 
the  United  States  come  to  Regina  to  attend  the  Pro- 
vincial Exhibition.  Next  to  the  Toronto  National,  it  is 
the  largest  agricultural  and  industrial  exhibition  of  its 
kind  in  Canada.  Covering  100  acres  of  ground,  a  group  of 
40  buildings  artistically  arranged  and  suitably  designed

provide  the  accommodation  necessary  to  house  industrial, 
agricultural,  educational,  art,  and  other  exhibits  and 
displays. 

Prominent  among  the  Exhibition  attractions  are  a 
glamorous  midway  and  a  dazzling  stage  presentation  to 
delight  both  old  and  young.  The  Fair  coming  as  it  does, 
toward  the  end  of  July  and  beginning  of  August  each  year, 
is  admirably  suited  for  visitors  attending  it  to  make  their 
stay  a  complete  holiday  by  including  one  or  more  of 
Saskatchewan's  summer  resorts  in  their  itinerary. 

Two  other  exhibitions  of  live  stock  are  held  each 
year.  The  first  of  these  is  the  Sheep  and  Swine  Show 
which  takes  place  in  November.  The  second  is  the  Winter 
Fair  which  is  devoted  primarily  to  horses  and  cattle. 
World  Champions  frequently  appear  at  this  event,  a 
highlight  of  which  is  the  auction  sale  of  prize-winning 
cattle.
